It Is the Industrial si'stem frequenUf 
deicrlbed as "bits and pieces," and under which several 
hundred small planta make the articles' that finally are 
asaembled Into an automobile at a central plant. 

TARGETS— The fmmedlat« targets of the rrC are 
the AC, Auto-Ilte and Champion spark plug comp:inlcs. 
AO U a wholly-ov-ned Oeneral Motors subildlarr. the 
second makes a variety ot products, and Champion's 
biff customer Is rord. It makes only ipark plugs, 
nothing else. 

Incidentally, the PTC makes no chariio of prlce- 
tlxln^ or conspiracy against thrse Ilmu. It ilmply 
maintains Uiat they cannot aril cheaper to mnnu- 
fnctureri than they do to scores of wholesalers and 
retailers scattered around the country. If PTC makes 
Its order stick, hundreds of firms In other lines will 
be Hovemed by the same rcttf ictlon. 

MAIEKETS— Now what wlU happen If thue relatively 
nranl] supply companies cannot continue to give a 
~ 'Ice advantage to big buyers? The answer Is obvious. 

Instead of buying from these small suppliers, the 
big companies will obtain the same by building their 
own plants lor manufacture of these parts. Fixi will 
make spark plugs. 

Shoo llrma will fabricate their own laces and rubber 
heels, aarment makers will turn out their own buttons 
and bows. Hundreds nt great corporations wll! expand 
vertically and hundreds ol small suppliers will told 
up tor lack ot markets. 

DELAY— The moit serious and Immediate damage 
111 bo dealt tottie ntttmpi to niobtllie Industry and 
Bj>ced up rearmament, biutd on Icars o[ Russian og- 
gresslon on two fronts. It FTC's scheme should be 
permitted by Che courts lo so Into cttect. 

In the first place, tlie rcsuKlnj; demo rail la lion and 
dlsrupUon would delay output ot planes, tanks, trucks. 
Jeeps, heavy nrUllery and even small arms. r«w ot 
the end producer* make their own parts. Secondly, 
the cost of every weapon, piece ot enuliimcnl, uniform 
and rations would aonr above present dl^y IcveLi,
